In Santa Clara county the two primary 
targets for predatory loan practices are seniors 
and Latinos.

Story Road to educate people about the clear and 
present danger of becoming a target of unethical 
loan practices. 

Stephanie Stevens, an Attorney for the 
Law Foundation Fair Housing Project, a San 
Jose based law office that offers services free 
of charge, specializes in housing discrimination

cases and victims of predatory lending said, 
“People are often embarrassed but anybody can 
be taken advantage of regardless of education 
level. A red flag should go up when there are 
little to no questions about income, and when no 
documentation is required to prove income, as 
well as when you are being rushed into signing 
papers,” these are some signs that you are being 
targeted by a lender or loan agent. 
Unfortunately the most prevalent cases oc- 
cur through affinity marketing, by people onto 
people of their same race or culture. For con- 
sumers it’s sometimes easier to trust someone 
who speaks the same language or is from the 
same culture. Paul Stewart from the non-profit 
Don't Borrow Trouble said, “The worst form 
of this practice is like to like, Latinos doing it 
to Latinos. The most powerful weapon against 
these predatory loan practices is an informed 
consumer.”

Es necesario el respeto por parte de la Policía 


El 30 de julio de 2006, el 
empresario Ascensión Calderón, 
de 65 años de edad, ciudadano 
mexicano residente en San José 
desde 1968, fue víctima del uso 
injustificado de la fuerza en su 
contra por parte de oficiales de 
la policía de San José. 

Esa tarde, en la esquina que 
forman las calles de Alum Rock 
y Scharff en el Este de San José, 
el Sr. Calderón y su nieto de 11 
años se detuvieron a comprar 
comida de un camión móvil. 
Después de hacer sus compras, 
de regreso a su auto junto con su 
nieto, el Sr. Calderón se percató 
que su sobrino Samuel Santana 
había sido detenido por lo que 
posteriormente resultó ser una 
infracción de tránsito menor. 

El Sr. Calderón preocupado 
por su sobrino, se acercó a uno 
de los dos oficiales de policía 
presentes para comentarle que 
la persona interrogada trabajaba 
con él y que era su familiar. El 
oficial le ordenó al Sr. Calderón 
que se retirara, por lo cual el Se- 
ñor Calderón dio la media vuelta 
para retirarse. Inmediatamente 
después, el oficial de policía lo 
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agredió por la espalda. Más tarde 
llegaron otros oficiales que con- 
tinuaron golpeándolo sobre el co- 
fre de una patrulla. Tanto él como 
su sobrino fueron conducidos a 
la cárcel del Condado de Santa 
Clara, donde permanecieron por 
un lapso de cinco horas. Fueron 
testigos de este abuso su nieto y 
su hijo Artemio Calderón. 

Artemio Calderón, quien se 
dirigía a su casa después de tra- 
bajar, inmediatamente se detuvo 
al percatarse que su padre se 
encontraba sometido por varios 
policías sobre el cofre de una 
patrulla. Además de los golpes 
que recibió en el cuerpo y la cara 
y el shock sicplógico provocado 
por este incidente, el Sr. Calderón 
y su sobrino fueron acusados 
por los oficiales involucrados 
de haber “resistido, retardado 
u obstruido a un oficial en el 
cumplimiento de sus obligacio- 
nes”. La acusación llevó a que 
la fiscalía del Condado de Santa 
Clara presentara cargos formales 
en contra de ellos. 

El Sr. Calderón, creyendo 
que sus derechos habían sido vio- 
lados, de inmediato buscó la asis- 
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tencia de la oficina del Auditor 
Independiente de la Policia y de 
la Unidad de Asuntos Internos del 
Departamento de Policfa de San 
José. Hasta el momento, el Sr. 
Calderón ha sido informado que 
la Unidad de Asuntos Internos no 
ha concluido su investigación. 

Siendo ciudadano mexicano, 
el Sr. Calderón solicitó la asisten- 
cia del Consulado de México en 
San José, a la cual tiene derecho. 
El Consulado de México asistió 
al Sr. Calderón a fin de asegurar 
una representación legal por parte 
de un experimentado abogado 
en defensa penal y a manifestar 
públicamente la preocupación 
del Sr. Calderón por la manera 
en que fue tratado por la policía. 
El abogado representó al Sr. 
Calderón por los cargos que 
presentó la fiscalía en su contra, 
argumentando que su cliente no 
había infringido ninguna ley o 
participado en una actividad que 
justificara el uso de la fuerza por 
parte de la policía. 

El 16 de febrero de 2007, 
después de cuatro días de juicio, 
la Fiscalía del Condado de Santa 
Clara retiró los cargos presen- 
tados en contra del Sr. Ascen- 
sión Calderón y de su sobrino. 
Representantes del Consulado 
estuvieron al tanto del desa- 
rrollo de su procedimiento y 
presentes durante las audiencias 
judiciales. 

Esta lamentable secuencia 
de hechos que involucró a un 
empresario de 65 años de edad 
acompañado de su nieto de 11, 
muestra que algunos oficiales 
de policía, cuando tratan con 
la comunidad latina, no dudan 
en hacer uso de la fuerza, sin 
importar qué tan injustificada 
pueda ser. 

Asimismo muestra que los 
latinos pueden exitosamente 
luchar por sus derechos en las 
cortes y sobre todo, que debe de 
haber responsabilidad por parte 
de los policías que abusan de 
esos derechos y de la confianza 
que les otorga la comunidad.

MACSA, where classes are taught 
by professionals to students who 
receive a certificate upon comple- 
tion. 

There is no firm legislation that 
will pursue lenders, although bills 
are in the process.

Some tips and recommenda- 
tions are: Always ask if people are 
licensed.

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Licencias a indocumentados avanza en Senado de California

Sacramento (EFE) — La 
propuesta de ley que otorgaría li- 
cencias de conducir a inmigrantes 
indocumentados que radican en 
California pasó su primera prueba 
de fuego, al ser aprobada por el 
Comité de Transporte del Senado. 

ste es el noveno año en que el 
senador demócrata Gil Cedillo 
presenta el proyecto de ley, aunque 
con cambios. 

La SB 60 ahora contempla la 
implementación de los reglamentos 
federales de la ley de Identificación 
Real, o Real ID, en el estado, para 
que el Departamento de Vehículos 
Motorizados (DMV) pueda comen- 
zar a emitir las nuevas licencias en 
mayo del próximo año. Así mismo, 
la propuesta abriría la puerta, ce- 
rrada por más de diez años en Cali- 
fornia, para que más de dos millones 
de indocumentados que viven en el 
estado puedan conseguir un certifi- 
cado legal de manejo. 

“La SB 60 simplemente con- 
formaría nuestras leyes, con la vo- 
luntad del Congreso y el Presidente 
George W. Bush, y encaminar al 
DMV a implementar reglamentos 
que van a ser difíciles de sobre- 
llevar”, dijo Cedillo, representante 
demócrata de Los Ángeles.

el 2013. Durante este período, todo 
individuo tendrá que presentarse en 
persona a solicitar una nueva licen- 
cia de conducir, y llevar consigo 
un acta de nacimiento, número de 
seguro social, y comprobante de 
residencia. Ninguna licencia podrá 
ser renovada por internet. 

Bajo la SB 60, las licencias 
para los indocumentados llevarían 
otro color o marca especial, y la 
información de los solicitantes será 
guardada en una base de datos na- 
cional. La licencia o certificado de 
conducir no podrá ser usada como 
una credencial de identificación, ni 
para abordar aviones comerciales, 
ni abrir cuentas bancarias. 

Por este motivo, el proyecto de 
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ley tiene la oposición de organiza- 
ciones como la Unión Americana 
de Libertades Civiles (ACLU) y 
el Centro de Política Migratoria de 
California. Ambas organizaciones 
se oponen a que la licencia lleve un 
color diferente y sostienen, además, 
que la misma Real ID causa contro- 
versia en toda la nación. 

“Todos los seres humanos so- 
mos inmigrantes y trabajamos los 
trabajos más duros y contribuimos 
a la economía. Esta licencia es algo 
justo y necesario”, señaló por su 
parte José Sandoval, de Voluntarios 
de la Comunidad.

“Tt really looked like a menu 
from a Farsi restaurant with an 
English translation,” stated Bev- 
erly Hills resident Rose Norton. 
It was in fact the ballot for a 
Beverly Hills election to be held 
this spring. 

Norton found the Persian 
script offensive. She was not the 
only one. Gloria Seiff, another 
resident of Beverly Hills, was 
shocked. More than 300 residents 
called City Hall to complain. 

What was most disturbing 
was probably the cover which 
made Persian (Farsi) just as vis- 
ible as English, the dominant 
language of the country. 

City officials had the ballot 
translated because one fifth of 
the population of Beverly Hills 
is Iranian. Most came to Beverly 
Hills in the 1970s after the fall 
of the shah. Obviously many of 
them are wealthy and have had 
an impact. 

Some of the houses in Bev- 
erly Hills now look like Persian 
palaces causing dismay to some 
of the established residents of 
the city. 

But even at the political level 
Iranians have made their mark. 
Jim Delshad is a Beverly Hills 
councilman who was born in Iran. 
If reelected as councilman, he will 
also qualify to serve as mayor 
of the city, the first Iranian ever 
to do so. The Persian New Year 
has been declared a holiday for 
Beverly Hills students. 

Ballots in U.S. elections are 
typically printed in English but 
the Voting Rights Act includes a 
clause on language. Section 203 
of this legislation says that if more 
than 5% or 10,000 voting-age citi- 
zens in a municipality don’t speak 
English “very well,” according to

U.S. Census figures, and are flu- 
ent in another language, election 
materials need to be translated. 

The law applies to Beverly 
Hills in part because about 20% 
of the city’s population is Iranian. 
In so far as language fluency, 
it’s unlikely that the law would 
apply since most Iranians speak 
English. 

Why translate the ballot 
then? The justification is that the 
translation in Persian makes vot- 
ing more accessible. There is no 
doubt about it. 

At the same time the promi- 
nent presence of the Farsi script 
created animosity in the mind of 
English-only speaking residents. 

This animosity about lan- 
guage is typically reserved for 
Spanish which is the most widely 
used second language in the U.S. 
It’s not unusual, for example, for 
ballots to be translated in Spanish 
in major metropolitan areas. 

Naturalized U.S. citizens 
must pass a test which includes 
knowledge of the English lan- 
guage. Thus the translation should 
not be necessary. 

Americans’ fear of languages 
reflects a certain provincialism 
and lack of knowledge of the 
world. Switzerland has four offi- 
cial languages and is a prosperous 
country. So what are Americans 
afraid of ?<> 
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Hijos de deportados se manifiestan

El grupo “Pueblo sin fronteras” 
presenta una demanda contra el 
Gobierno federal por “violar los 
derechos constitucionales” de los 
niños que son separados de sus 
padres durante los procesos de 
deportación. 

La demanda federal, que se 
presenta en la Corte Suprema, exige 
la legalización de los indocumen- 
tados que han tenido a sus hijos en 
EE.UU. y representará a los cuatro 
millones de niños que se calcula se 
encuentran en esta situación, infor- 
maron representantes del grupo. 

“El Gobierno tiene una salida”, 
matizó la presidenta de “Pueblo 
sin fronteras”, Emma Lozano, ya 
que la demanda sería retirada en 
el momento en el que el presidente 
estadounidense, George W. Bush, 
“conceda una moratoria y pare las 
redadas y las deportaciones tempo- 
ralmente mientras se debate la nueva 
propuesta de reforma migratoria”. 

Lozano señaló que los niños 
que sufren esta situación “son 
ciudadanos de EE.UU. y tienen el 
derecho a permanecer en este país 
con sus padres”. “¿Cómo vas a dejar 
a un niño de dos años atrás mientras 
deportas a sus padres?; ¿cómo va a 
ser feliz?”, se preguntó la activista 
durante una conferencia de prensa 
celebrada en la Iglesia Metodista 
de Washington. 

La presidenta de este grupo 
aseguró que las redadas se han tri- 
plicado respecto a los últimos años 
justo ahora que se ha presentado 
el nuevo proyecto de reforma de 
inmigración bipartidista promovido 
por el demócrata Luis Gutiérrez y el 
republicano Jeff Flake. 

Al acto celebrado acudieron de- 
cenas de hijos de indocumentados, 
acompañados, en algunos casos, por 
algunos de sus familiares.

“He venido aquí para decirle a 
Bush que mi familia está padeciendo 
y que debe estar unida”, dijo Joel, 
un niño de seis años que fue víctima 
de las redadas y cuyo padre ya ha 
recibido la orden de deportación. 

Ana del Valle, madre de uno 
de los niños afectados, declaró 
poco antes de iniciar la marcha al 
Congreso que “el Gobierno dice 
que nosotros hemos roto la ley, pero 
el problema es que la ley está mal 
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escrita”. 

Durante su gira por América 
Latina a mediados de este mes, 
el Presidente de EE.UU., George 
W. Bush, defendió la política de 
deportaciones, al asegurar que su 
país debe hacer cumplir la ley, pero 
se comprometió a presionar para 
una reforma migratoria humana. 
“Nuestro compromiso es tratar 
a las personas con respeto, pero 
también tenemos que respetar la 
ley”, afirmó Bush durante su gira. 


“Las deportaciones forman parte 
del cumplimiento de la ley, que se 
aplica de manera justa y racional”, 
insistió. 

Bush, que recomendó “com- 
pasión” para tratar ciertos casos, 
indicó que la mejor manera de 
mejorar el sistema actual es a través 
de una reforma migratoria integral 
que permita resolver la situación de 
los doce millones de inmigrantes 
indocumentados que se calcula que 
viven en EE.UU.<>

Los Demandantes alegan que los demandados causaron que el 
precio del gas natural se incrementara mediante transacciones 
pre-acordadas conocidas como “wash trades” (la compra y 
venta simultánea de la misma cantidad de gas natural al mismo 
precio) y a través del suministro de información falsa sobre 
precios y volúmenes a las publicaciones de la industria que 
compitan los indices de precios del gas natural, violando las 
leyes antimonopolio y de competencia desleal de California, y 
haciendo que los consumidores comerciales y residenciales 
de California pagaran más por el gas natural como resultado 
de ello. Los Demandados niegan estos alegatos, Los 
Demandados Parte del Acuerdo son algunos, pero no todos los 
demandados en la demanda. 


¿Quién Está Cubierto por el Acuerdo? 

La clase del acuerdo incluye a todos los individuos y negocios 
de California que compraron gas natural para el consumo (y 
excluyendo las compras que puedan haber hecho para reventa 
O para generar electricidad para ser revendida) en cualquier 
momento entre el 1° de enero de 1999 y el 31 de diciembre de 
2002 (el “Período de la Clase”).

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¿Cuáles Son los Términos del Acuerdo? 
A cambio del desistimiento de todos los reclamos surgidos 
de la compra de gas natural durante el Período de la 
Demanda Colectiva o de la conducta alegada, los 
Demandados Parte del Acuerdo le pagarán una 
compensación total a la clase por un monto de $67.39 
millones, como sigue: Reliant - $34.8 millones; Duke - $19 
millones; CMS - $7 millones; y AMS - $6.59 millones.

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Colombian rebels will meet with U.S. pols under right conditions 


Bogota (EFE) — Colombia's 
FARC rebels said they were ready 
to meet with seven U.S. lawmak- 
ers who have offered to serve as 
guarantors of an eventual deal to 
swap hostages being held by the 
guerrillas for jailed insurgents, but 
only if Bogota agrees to demilitarize 
an area to serve as a venue for the 
exchange. 

That according to the chief 
spokesman for the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia, Raul 
Reyes, who responded to written 
questions from the television news 
program Noticias Uno. 

“Of course we are willing to 
meet with the seven U.S. Demo- 
cratic members of Congress in 
the area of the two demilitarized 
municipalities,” Reyes said. “To 


that end - that of the exchange - the 
progressive friends of peace from 
the United States can contribute to 
solving one element of Colombia’s 
internal conflict.” 

In the middle of last week, the 
Colombian government weighed 
the offer of U.S. Reps. James P. 
McGovern, Janice D. Schakowsky, 
Raul M. Grijalva, Sam Farr, Peter 
Welch, Maurice Hinchey and Wil- 
liam D. Delahunt - all Democrats 
-to actas guarantors in a deal aimed 
at liberating hostages held by the 
FARC. : 

Among the hundreds of people 
the FARC has abducted, there are 
56 they consider “exchangeable” 
through a “humanitarian agree- 
ment” for as many as 500 jailed 
guerrillas, including several who 
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have already been extradited to the 
United States to face drugs and ter- 
rorism charges. 

Three of those “exchange- 
ables” are U.S. military contractors 
whose small plane went down over 
the jungles of southern Colombia. 

To discuss and sign the ex- 
change agreement, the FARC asked 
for the demilitarization of the vil- 
lages of Florida and Pradera, located 
near Cali in the southwestern prov- 
ince of Valle del Cauca. 

The conservative government 
of President Alvaro Uribe has 
balked at the idea of withdrawing 
troops from the two municipalities 
and insists on the viability of mili- 
tary operations to rescue the FARC 
hostages, despite opposition from 
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FARC rebels said that they are ready to meet with U.S. Lawmakers who have offered to act as guarantors of a deal 
to exchange hostages, but only if Bogota agrees to the demilitarization of the villages of Florida and Pradera. Photo

the captives” families. 

Along the same lines, Reyes 
said that the FARC would also meet 
with the wife of former Sen. Jorge 
Eduardo Gechem Turbay, whom 
they have held hostage since 2002, 
to speak of freeing the politicians, 
soldiers and police they are holding 
captive. 

At first, the FARC said they 
would only meet with international 
delegations and not representatives 
of the Colombian government. 

“If she - Lucy de Gechem 
- risks coming to the jungle to talk 
with us as the wife of Gechem, free 
of ties to the government, and once 
the right conditions are in place, 
we will be glad to meet with her,” 
Reyes said.>

o muebles en las tiendas que otorgan 
el servicio en México. 

Las quejas más comunes son: 
retraso en el envío, engaño en pro- 
mociones, pérdida del correo en 
caso de money orders. 

El programa Directo a México, 
que promueve el Instituto de los 
Mexicanos en el Exterior (IME) 
es la manera más conveniente para 
enviar dinero a sus familiares. Los 
pagos son baratos, rápidos y seguros. 
Este sistema ofrece el mejor tipo de 
cambio en el mercado. Usted envía 
el dinero desde una cuenta bancaria 
aquí, y sus familiares en México, 
pueden disponer del dinero a través 
de una cuenta bancaria en las sucur- 
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sales del banco o en cualquier cajero 
automático mediante una tarjeta de 
débito. Para mayor información 
sobre este servicio, pregunte en el 
banco de su preferencia. 

Alternativas para enviar 
dinero desde Estados Unidos 

a) Transferencias sin cuenta 
bancaria. Son transferencias a 
través de empresas y bancos en 
EE.UU. que cuentan con agentes 
en México para hacer los pagos. El 
costo puede variar según la rapidez 
del envío. Este servicio se encuentra 
en sucursales bancarias, casas de 
cambio, farmacias, gasolineras, 
comercios, etc. 

b) Transferencias con cuentas 
bancarias de envío. Esta opción es 
muy popular. La institución ban- 
caria proporciona una tarjeta que 
se le hace llegar al beneficiario, 
con la cual puede hacer el retiro en 
cualquier cajero automático o en el 
banco de destino. 

c) Transferencias entre cuentas 
bancarias. Con la matrícula consular 
vigente puede abrirse una cuenta 
bancaria en EE.UU. Así usted podrá 
remitir dinero a una cuenta bancaria 
en México. Este método permite una 
reducción importante en el pago de 
comisiones, aunque es más tardado 
que otras opciones. Algunos bancos, 
ofrecen el envío gratuito de remesas, 
sin embargo debe considerar el tipo 
de cambio. 

Algunos consejos 

1. Cuando elija un servicio, 
considere el costo total del envío: 
comisión cobrada y el tipo de 
cambio vigente en el momento de 
pago. 

2. Verifique que la comisión 
que cobran sea la única, y que no 
habrán otros cargos al momento 
del pago. 

3. Si el envío del dinero no es 
urgente, sale más barato no enviarlo 
como entrega inmediata. 

4. Consulte con sus familiares 
en México sobre la mejor opción de 
envío de dinero. 

5. La matrícula consular es 
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aceptada en muchos bancos como 
una identificación válida para la 
apertura de cuentas bancarias. Así 
logrará importantes reducciones en 
los costos de envío de dinero. 

6. Infórmese sobre las institu- 
ciones que tienen puntos de pagos 
en la localidad a la cual remitirá 
su dinero, para que sean lugares 
cercanos a sus familiares. 

7. De ser posible, avise a su 
familiar sobre la cantidad exacta que 
enviará y el tiempo estimado en que 
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recibirá dicho dinero. 

8. Aconseje a sus familiares 
para que no permitan que la em- 
presa donde cobrarán el envío les 
condicione el servicio, los obligue 
a comprar mercancía o a aceptar 
pagos en especie. 

9. Averigiie si hubo anomalías 
en la transacción, con objeto de 
cambiar de empresa y establecer 
una queja.

The term “100% penalty” 
sounds ominous, and it can be. This 
penalty is also known as the trust 
fund penalty, third-party penalty 
or responsible person penalty. It 
applies when a business does not 
pay its payroll taxes to the Fed- 
eral government. You might say, “I 
don’t own a business so the penalty 
doesn't apply to me.” True, but do 
you have check signing authority 
where you work, or are you an offi- 
cer or stockholder? If yes, then you 
could be subject to the penalty. 

What is the “trust fund”? 

The term “trust fund” refers 
to the federal income tax, social 
security tax and Medicare tax that 
an employer withholds from his or 
her employees paychecks in “trust” 
for them. The employer is then re- 
quired, either weekly or monthly, to 
send those withheld taxes plus the 
required matching social security 
and Medicare taxes to the Federal 
government. When a business is 
having cash flow problems, man- 
agement often tries to alleviate the 
situation by not making the trust 
fund payment. 

Here's where the penalty 
comes in. The tax payments are 
an obligation of the business. If a 
responsible person pays other bills 
before paying these taxes, that 
person can be individuall y assessed 
the penalty because he or she could 
have paid the taxes but willfully 
choose not to. 

Who is a responsible per- 
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enalty 


son? 


Internal Revenue Code section 
6672 defines responsible persons as 
officers or employees of the busi- 
ness, responsible for paying the 
taxes. The IRS will also consider 
active officers of the business and 
anyone with check signing author- 
ity to be a responsible person if that 
person, or persons, has the right or 
authority to make financial deci- 
sions. Persons who have the right 
to hire or fire, or who have control 
over bank accounts, or participate in 
the day-to-day management of the 
company or decide in what order 
bills get paid, will also be consid- 
ered responsible persons. 

If you have check signing au- 
thority, the IRS will automaticall y 
assume that you are a responsible 
person, so you will have to prove 
to their satisfaction that you are 
not. This proof will involve meeting 
with the IRS so you can document 
what your duties are and what con- 
trol you have. Do not attend this 
meeting without your attorney. If 
your responsibility is only to pre- 
pare and sign checks that have been 
approved by someone else, you 
probably will not be classified as a 
responsible person, but you will still 
need to prove that to the IRS. 

Even being a volunteer book- 
keeper or treasurer for a non- profit 
organization will not automatically 
eliminate you as a responsible per- 
son. The main factor in the IRS 
decision is whether or not you can 
decide what bills get paid and what 
bills do not. If you have that power 
you are a responsible party. 

Protect yourself. 

So how can you protect your- 
self? First, have a good, detailed, 
written job description that des- 
cribes your duties and limitations. 
Second, make sure that all payroll 
taxes are paid timely. Third, do not 
have check signing authority.

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Recognizing the signs 
of learning disabilities 


MS — As any parent of a 
school-aged child knows, kids can 
be cruel. Such cruelty is only further 
magnified when children have a 
learning disability, one that notice- 
ably comes to light in the classroom. 
While this can make kids feel as if 
they're not as smart as the rest of the 
class, that’s typically not the case. 

Children with learning disabili- 
ties can be of average or above-aver- 
age intelligence. That’s evidenced 
by the nearly 3 million school-aged 
children with learning disabilities 
in the United States alone. Such 
figures, reported by the National 
Center for Learning Disabilities 
(NCLD), indicate that children 
have a strong possibility of being 
diagnosed with a learning disability. 
For parents, recognizing the differ- 
ent types and symptoms can be a 
great way to help kids avoid having 
to struggle needlessly. 

Dyslexia 

Most people have heard of 
dyslexia and are probably aware 
it’s a disability where the brain 
has trouble processing information 
correctly. Children with undiag- 
nosed dyslexia can be at a major 
disadvantage, as classroom activity 
usually revolves around reading 
and writing. These are areas where 
dyslexia typically causes its biggest 
problems. While dyslexia is not a 
reflection of a child’s intelligence, 
poor grades can result if the problem 
is undiagnosed. 

Part of what makes dyslexia so 
difficult to diagnose is that children 
often don’t exhibit signs of the dis- 
order early on. Early reading and 
writing, for instance, typically poses 
no problem. However, as studies 
shift toward grammar, reading 
comprehension and more in-depth 
writing, children with dyslexia

Difficulty 
with vocabulary as well as struc- 
turing thoughts are symptoms, as 
is difficulty comprehending what 
others are saying. Perhaps the most 
damaging aspect of any of these 
symptoms is the effect on a child’s 
self-image. As mentioned, dyslexia 
is not a reflection of intelligence, 
but children, especially those whose 
problem goes undiagnosed, can 
falsely assume that it is.

CL — Weddings can be a 
very complicated endeavor to pull 
off. Far more than pulling on fancy 
clothes, strolling down the aisle and 
saying, “I do,” a successful wedding 
is a testament to a couple’s ability to 
plan and juggle multiple tasks.

* How much? Different places 
charge different prices, and with the 
escalating costs of weddings these 
days, this should be the question you 
ask immediately after learning of the 
hall’s availability.

Internet. If your wedding party is 
going to be large, there’s no sense 
in driving to a locale that can’t ac- 
commodate larger crowds. Some 
reception halls feature rooms for 
smaller crowds and rooms for larger 
parties. 

* What about the catering? 
Some reception halls insist custom- 
ers use their kitchen staff, while 
others allow outside caterers to 
come in. Oftentimes, halls that 
require on-site staff do the cooking 
also require a minimum number of 
guests. In addition, those that permit 
private caterers might charge extra 
to allow kitchen usage to outside 
vendors. 

* What service styles are avail- 
able? Food and drinks can be served 
cocktail style, formal, or buffet 
style. Couples should determine 
what they want, but should also keep 


in mind that buffet style serving is 
often less expensive. 

* How can drinks be served? 
The bar service can range from a full 
open bar (often the most expensive) 
to only certain drinks offered at 
the open bar (i.e., beer is open bar, 
mixed drinks cost guests per drink) 
to individuals paying for their own 
drinks all night, called a cash bar. 

* How late is the reception hall 
open? Most reception halls will stay 
open until around midnight before 
informing guests it’s closing time. 
Some halls, however, might close 
earlier. Make sure the party hours 
are spelled out in your contract. 

* What is the refund policy? 
This can be an important question 
to ask in the unfortunate case an 
emergency arises and the wedding 
is moved or the couple calls off the

Soccer is an internationally 
known sport that has developed 
some of the most colorful, en- 
thusiastic, and energetic fans.
